ticular interest. 

With general confidence at a low ebbd al! 
during the first part of the year, with money 
difficult to obtain, and with business men and, 
for the greater part, manufacturers, aban- 
doning any contemplated extension, this 
great building record of 1908 becomes an in- 
teresting economic proposition. 

Real estate and building operations are 
closely correlated, yet during the present 
year the volume of the real estate operations 
for the eleven months of this year showe a 
falling off of over $17,00,000, as against last 
year, while building hes been on a larger 
scale than ever before. 


Chicago’s Growth One Cause. 

While one explanation of this anomalous 
condition is undoubtedly to be found in the 
cheap prices of building material which 
operated as a great incentive to building, 
and in an easier money market, the moving 
cause behind it all was the pressing need of 
Chicago's increasing business and popula- 
tion. 

Thie is shown by the fact that in spite of 
the unprecedented flat construction, rents 
have been well maintained and vacancies 
have not been much above the normal. 

This huge amount of flat construction, com- 
pletely overshadow'ng that of any previous 
year in the history of the city, constitutes the 
most striking feature of the year's building 
and serves to emphasize how completely Chi- 
cago is becoming a great city of flats. 

When the flat building for 1906 reached the 
total of over $24,000,000 it was commented on 
as a surprising evidence of the city’s growth. 

During 1907 the totel was over §21,000,000, 
and was thought a surprisingly large figure. 

It wae declared by many real estate men 
that a reaction was certain. Instead of this, 
however, it has jumped almost 50 per cent 
over the big total of 1006, or about $10,000,000 
in actual cost. 


Great Showing by South Side. 

An analysis of this building shows that the 
great south side leads, as usual, with « total 
of $11,861,800, while the north side holds 
second place with $8,804,500 and a larger per- 
centage of increase than any other division. 

Following the overbuilding in the Wilson 
avenue district four and flve years ago there 
was a big slump in flat construction in that 
building division of the city, which carried it 
down to third place for two years and fou 
place last year. Now, as the result of tie 
activity from the extension of the North- 
western Elevated road, it has jumped again 
into second place, a position it held for a 
number of years. 

The figures for last year were $3,834,800. 

The southwest division holds third place 
with $7,191,000, as against $5,216,900 for last 
year, which gave it second place. orth- 
west division is last with a total of $6,027,600, 
as against §5,672,200 for last year. 


Shows Trend of Homeseekers.

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SUFFRAGE RIOTS IN LONDON 


Women Insult Minister Who 
Brings Promise of Votes. 


MANY BATTLES IN HALL. 


Chains, Whips, and Prison Garb Ar- 
guments for Rights. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—At a tumultuous meet- 
ing held by the Woman'e Liberal federation 
in Albert hall this afternoon David Lloyd 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, prom- 
ised thet a bill soon would be introduced in 
parliament granting the franchise to women. 
In pursuance of their policy not to permit a 
peaceful hearing to any cabinet ministers, 
the militant hagettes declared war on the 
gathering as soon as it was announced Lloyd 
George was to make an add 

The organizers of the meeting, who were 
strongly opposed to the violent methods of 
the militant suffragettes, had exhorted them 
previously to keep the peace, but they took 
the additiona! precaution of having 350 stew- 
ards and a large force of police ready to deal 
with disturbers, 

The suffragettes lost no time In getting into 
action. Lioyd George had ecarcely opened 
his ‘mouth Fhen a women in the gallery 
shouted: 

“ What we want is deeds, not words.” 

The stewards immediately pounced upon 
her in an effort to remove her, but this they 
found a difficult task, owing to the fact the 
interrupter had chained herself to her seat. 


Women Fight on Floor. 


Amid a number of minor interruptions 
Lord George continued his speech. He said 
he was there ‘not only to declare his own 
opinion but also to express what he con- 
ceived to be the government’s view and in- 
tentions. This remark brought forth fur- 
ther interruptions from the gallery and also 
from the floor of the hall, where two women 
started fighting. The speaker then remarked 
that rather than cause any annoyance he 


would zu down. 

“ My poor rhetoric,” he said, “is too weak 
to compete with this hysteria.”’ 

This remerk was greeted with groans, min- 
gled with cheers from Miss Pankhurst. 

The removal of the third chained suffra- 
gette interrupted the meeting at this point 
and caused more excitement. The thorough 
organisation of the women who were plan- 
ning to break up the meeting was by this 
time apparent. The incessant interruption 
compelled the chancellor to stand helpless 
for a quarter of an hour. 


One Disturber Uses Whip. 


The stewards then began to lose their tem- 
per and the meeting was in a state of com- 
plete disorder. One of the stewards at- 
tempted to remove another chained disturber. 
As soon as he put his hand on her she 
slashed him across the face with a whip. 
Ultimately she was ejected, shouting and 
struggling violently.

FIREMEN IN PERIL ON ROOF 
WHEN FLAMES BURST THROUGH 


| Whole Company Escapes Just in Time, 
While Fighting $100,000 Fire on 
Commission Row. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock this morning fire 
started on the third floor of 97 South Water 
street, occupied by E. L. Hasler, commission 
merchant. The flames spread to the roof 
and extended to the adjoining building, ocou- 
pied by Harvil & Jones and H. W. Spies & 
Co. The lose was about $100,000. 

Within helf an hour the fire apparently 
was beyond control, and the structure at 
101 South Water street was damaged before 
the firemen succeeded in getting the upper 
hand. 

Thrilling incidents were numerous, and the 
members of Engine Company No. 18 had a 
narrow escape from death when the flames 
burst through the roof of the building at 
No. 97. They all were on the roof at the 
time and barely succeeded in reaching the 
fire escapes. 

Capt. T. Kennedy of Company 40 and Capt. 
oewald of Company No. 13 were marooned 
on the fire escape in the rear of the burning 
building, but were rescued by the men of 
their compantes, while several streams of 
water were directed to the windows below 
the landing. 

The firemen experienced difficulty in get- 
ting to the fire because of the snow storm 
and it was necessary to send in a second 
special call for ten additiona! engines, mak- 
ing a total of thirty companies engaged. 
Tue smoke from the burning hay, used for 
packing fruite for shipment, made it GA. 
cult for the firemen to locate the blase at 


first. 

The building is one of the landmarks of 
South Water street, having been \erected 
after the great fire of 1871, and was oneof 
the first buildings south of the river to be 
completed and occupied for commercial pur - 


poses.

Makes e Protest, 

“On behalf of the Chicago Law and Order 
league,” says. Mr. Farwell in his letter to 
the mayor, “I submit to you that the great 
interests of this city are the spiritual moral, 
and physical welfares of its people. Every- 
thing that makes for their degradation should 
be discouraged.by you, and we protest most 
earnestly against allowing this ball to be 
given. 

“I will put the matter to you personally, 
Mr. Busse Suppose you had a young friend 
whose character and life you priged highly. 
How would you like to have such scenes of 
debauchery as are allowed at this ball used 
to bring degradation and perhaps destruction 
to your friend? I appeal to you in bahalf 
of those who might go to such a place and 
receive for the firsd time great detriment 
to themseives. 

“I ask you and the eity fathers if it is 
not much better to prevent a boy or girl de- 
coming delinquent than it ig to put them in 
the reformatory? Is it not better to pre- 
ent a murder than punish the murderer?

New York, Dec, 5.~[Special.]~Rear Ad- 
miral Joseph Bullock Coghlan, U 8. N., re- 
tired, for nearly half a century a prominent 
figure in the American navy, died suddenly 
today in New Rochelle. ‘The death of the 
veteran sea fighter wag unexpected. With 
Mrs. Coghlan. the rear admiral was li 
the home of Charles Chamberlain, a former 
New York newspaper man, in Sutton Manor, 
the residence on of New Rochelle. 

The rear admiral was seen about the 
streets of New Rochelle yesterday and ap- 
peared to be as well as usual, His death 
occurred early today. 
diſterent health; for some time. 

The admtral's illness took a serious turn 
soon after midnight. His physician, Dr. C. 
C. Gulon, was at once sent for. Despite all 
“efforts to revive him, Admiral Coghlan. 
rapidly, and at 9:15 o'clock he passed away. 
Although the admiral’s condition was well 
known, to his wife, she had no suspicion that 
the end was so near, and she was prostrated 
by his sudden death. 


Apoplexy Was the Cause. : 
It wes said that thé immediate cause of 
death was a stroke of apoplexy. With the 
adrfiral when he died were Mrs. Coghlan, 
Mrs. Charies Chamberlain, Dr. Guion, and 
the trained nurse who had been attending bim 
several days. The admiral’s only son is in 
California. The admiral was 64 years old, 
No funeral arrangements have been made. 
Rear Admiral Coghian was born at Frank- 
fort, Ky., and his sexvice in the navy dated 
from 1863, when he graduated from the Unit- 
ed States Naval academy at the age of 17. 
From that tithe until his retirement in De- 
cember, 1006, he was almost constanhy in the 
service. 
He participated in the battle of Manila bay, 
ae the Spanish war, where he command- 
ed the cruiser Raleigh, and Was advanced 
six numbers in rank for eminent and con- 
spicuous conduct in that fight. He had in 
turn been commandant of the Mare island 
navy - yard, League island navy yard, Puget 
sound naval station, the naval war college, 
and the New York navy yard. 


News Saddens High Officials. 

Washington. D. C., Dec. 5.—Sincere regret 
was ressed on every hand today when the. 
dette of the death of Rear Admiral Joseph B. 
Coghlan Became known. Fearless, kindly, 
and a good story teller, he had hosts of warm 
friends, both among officers and those outside 
the service. . 

Admiral Dewey expressed himself as 
shocked at the news. Coghlan was @rith 
Dewey at the hattle of Manila bay, in com- 
mand of the cruiser Raleigh, and he was pro- 
moted later for his work in that battle. He 
enjoyed the admira]'s confidence to a marked 
degree, and was dispaiched by him on 
various important missions while the fleet 
was in the Philippines. 

It was Admiral Coghlan’s popularity and 
capacity as a good story teller that involved 
him in the incident of which much was made 


at the time when the admiral recited the 


poem, Hoch Der Kaiser, which ruffied the 
German authqrities, 

The incident occurred at.a diner which the 
admiral attended, and it was not intended 
that the fact of the recital should become 

pubjic. However, it appeared in the news- 
papers, and as it occurred after the return 
from Manila, where there had been some 
‘friction with the German authorities, the af- 
fair was treated with more significance than 
perhaps the circumstances otherwise would 
have warranted. 

The navy department called on the admiral 
for an explanation. The admiral replied that 
no disrespect was meant by him towards the 
German emperor, and with this statement 
the matter was allowed to drop. 


BUSINESS MEN AWAIT DECREE 
IN OIL LAND FRAUD CASE. 
Appellate Court Will Rule Tomorrow in 


Proceedings Against Promoters Ac- 
cused of Victimizing Friends. 


Friends of a number of men prominent in 
the business world of Chicago are imterest- 
edly awaiting the publication by the Appel- 
late court tomorrow of its finding in the suit 
that grew out of an investment of $64,000 in 
the H. G. M. Ot! company of Indiana. 

Sixteen months ago Judge Mack, after 
hearing testimony in the suit, held that La- 
fayette McWilliams and D. M. Lord, bank 
vice president, had Setrauded nine of their 
friends. 

The complainants were Edward L. Max- 
well, James H. Gilbert, William N.“ Eisen- 
drath, Calvin M. Favorite, George Wood- 
land, Adolph Nathan, Charles H. Conrad, 
former Gov. John M. Hamilton, and John H. 
Snitzler. 

In 1904 the complainants invested $64,000 
for the formation of a corporation with a 
capital of $70,000. 

It developed that the ofl land was not as 
valuable as had been represented by Lord 
and McWilliams, and Judge Mack declared 
that the defendants had swindled the com- 
plainants of $12,000 and that they were en- 
titled to the return of that amount. 

: Wiltiams and Lord filed separate ap- 
péals from Judge Mack’s decree, and com- 
plainants assign cross errors, in that the

NEW BRITISH POSTAL LAW 
IS NOT WORKING SMOOTHLY. 
Two Cent Stamp Not Sufficient for De- 


livery if Addressee Is on Continent, 
but Charges Are Doubled. ‘ 


Difficulties arising from the new 2 cent 
postal rate with Great Britain have become 
so general that the aythorities are advising 
the use of 5 cents postage in all cases unless 
the addressee has a fixed residence in Great 
Britain. 

Two cents 18 apparently sufficieit where 
Gelivery in Great Britain is certain, but {if 
mail has to be forwarded to France, Italy, 
or elsewhere on the continent the posta) offi- 
eials there are collecting an additional six 
cents, double the lacking postage, as a pen- 
alty, following’ out the theory that no post- 
age at all is attached. Assistant Postmaster 
John M. Hubbard and the New York authori- 
ties advise the use of 5 cent stamps as the only 
safe method until a better general under- 
Standing is had all around. 

On Jan. 1 the 2 cent rate goes into effect 
with Germany, and it is believed that the 
‘same rate will Have to prevail over all Fu- 
rope or that the cheaper rate will have to be 
rey, vpked.

Evidence Got Into Record of Government 


,» Prosecution to Disprove Monopoly by 
Showing of Competition. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.]—One of the 
strongest cards yet played by the Standard 
‘Oil company in its fight to réfute the govern- 
ment’s contention that it Is a trust operat- 
ing in restraint of trade is the presentation 
as evidence in the government's suit of a list 
of independent refineries. The Hst, produced 
while John D. Archbold was on the stand, 
has been embodied in the record. 

This list of refineries is offered as evidence 
that there exists strong competition between 
the Standard and the independents in this 
country. It is an imposing array of inde- 
pendents that the Standard’s men have pre- 
sented. 

Government lawyers are authority for the 
statement, however, that in spite of the ap- 
parently fine showing the actual volume of 
business these independents do is only about 
20 per cent of the entire refining bustpeae of 
this country.

tinent, was urged. by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the chemistry bureau of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, in an Interview today 
in which he pointed out that separate cars, 
for those afflicted with tuberculosis were as 
necessary as detention camps. 

The spread of the diseage by consumptives 
traveling on the railroads is a well known 
danger, he explained.

“TY you do not give us that money your 
church will become a dangerous place for 
religious services. Now remember, if you 
do not do as we tell you we will blow the 
building up with a bomb and kill you. We 
have the date set for the destruction of your 
church and if any religious service happens 
ta be going on at the time it will nüt prevent 
us from carrying out the threat. 

„Approach the bridge from the west end 
and when you reach the center of the bridge 
lay the valise containing the money down, 
then turn around and go back the way you 
came. Look straight ahead; do not look 
back, for.if you do you will never leave the

„ Tue KNIGHTS OF THE WHITE DeaTu.” 
Thought to Be Fanatic’s Work. 

Bach letter is in the same handwriting. The 
writing is somewhat after the fashion of a 
schoolboy’s, with rough drawings. Inspector 
Stuart asserts that the letters are being writ- 
ten by a man, probably a;fanatic; Who will 
eventually do some harm unless captured. 

A letter addressed to Herman F. Schuet- 
tler, 754 Bosworth street, which was never 
delivered to the police official, but was held 
by Inspector Stuart, is as follows:

PAY $2,000,000 FOR SIGNALS 


Roek Island apd Friseo Arrange 
for Safety Equipment. 


R. R. SERVICE IS ENHANCED. 


Devices Give Infallible Warning When 
Rails Have Been Broken. 


\ 

Safety of travel and efficiency of operation 
on western railroads will be materially 
increased as soon as the work of installing 
automatic electric block signal systems now 
in progress or under contract on three of the 
great western systems is complete. 

The latest step in-this direction has just 
been taken by the management of the Rock 
Island: and Frisco roads, who have tet con- 
tracts to the Union Switch and Sigga) com- 
pany for the equipment of 500 miles of each 
road with the automatic signal system. 
These contracts involve an expenditure of 
$2,000,000. The Chicago and Northwestern 
has also let a contract for completing the 
last stretch of its une not yet equipped be- 
tween Chicago and the Missouri river. 


Contracts Are Second Largest. 


The Rock Island and Frisco contracts 
which have just been awarded are said to 
be the largest for a similar purpose ever 


» made, with the exception of the order placed 


by the Harriman lines two years ago. This 
provides for the installation of safety signals 
on 2,000 miles of railway. 

Rock Island officials said yesterday that 
while it had not yet been definitely decided 
on what parts of the line the new signals were 
to be installed, the delivery of material would 
begin in sixty to ninety days and the work 
would be started im the spring as soon as 
weather conditions wou'4 vermit. The order 
was placed at this time in order to take ad- 
vantage of a favorable price undér an option 
that would soon expire. 

The Rock Island is now equipped with auto- 
matic electric block signals between Chicago 
Rock Island and Des Moines, but the greater 
part of the system in the southwest is not 
fully protected in this way. 


Advantages of Electric Mock,. 

One of the greatest advantages of the elec- 
tric block is that it gives infallible warning 
of a broken rail by showing the danger signal 
just as if another train were in the block. A 
broken rail is almost impossible of detection 
in many cases and two Trecent accidents on 
the Rock Island from this cause would have 
been averted by the use of electric signals. 

The Northwestern's new contract is for 
sixty miles of the line in Iowa west of 
Boone, costing $120,000, and the work of 
inetallation will be started in the ‘spring. 
This section, together with a sixty-two mile 
bection which is now practically completed, 
will give this road the first double track line 
of block signals. from Chicago to the Mis- 
souri river, a distance of 492 miles. The 
Northwestern now has the only complete 
double-track line to the fiver, although the 
Burlington has only a few short stretches of 
second track yet to be finished. 


Idle Cars Increase in Number. 


The fortrightly report of the car efficiency 
committee of the American Railway associa- 
tion showe an increase of 11.685 in the number 
of idle cars, making a total of 132.829 idle 
available cars on Dec. 3.. Taken in connection 
with the shop reports, which show a decrease 
of 10,119 in the number of bad order cars, 
this report would seem to indicate but little 
change in the situation since the last report. 

The increase is said to be due to the fact 
that the roads have rushed the repairs to 
their equipment, and that practically all cars 
are m good condition for use. 

Some slight shortages are noted in some 
sections of the country, but these have been 
generally filled from the surplus stocks of the 
roads reporting them.

New Mystery Bobs Up. 

In addition to this death toll, which, it will 
be noted, includes no passengers, there de- 
veloped a mystery tonight in the discovery 
of life belts bearing the name 8. 8. Stan- 
lex which were washed ashore with the 
wreckage from the Soo City. No steamer 
of that name navigating in this vicinity has 
been reported, and in lieu of any other ex- 
planation, it is said that these life belts might 
have been a second hand purchase for use 
aboard the Soo City. 

The only steamer named Stanley in Cana- 
dian waters is the government ice breaking 
boat which runs between Charlottetown, P. 
E. I., and Pictou, N. 8. That vessel is now 
in Charlottetown harbor. 

An examination of wreckage does not sat- 
igfacterily indicate the probable time the 
850 City went down. If it was sunk in col- 
lision it is probable the disaster occurred 
Within three or four daye after the vessel 
left Quebec on Nov. 14. Had ft remained 
a float ten days after the departure the vessel 
could have reached its destination or touched 
at some Nova Scotia port for coal. If it was 
lost in this week’s storm it must have been 
disabled for several days previously, 


Cruiser Yankee Goes Down. | 
New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 5.—With only a 
portion of the forward deck, the funnel and 
masts projecting above the water, the United 
States cruiser Yankee, which yesterday was 
floated from a dangerous ledge, where it had 
been held for ten weeks, rested tonight on 


the bottom of Buzzards bay. 


Although the Yankee’s position and condi- 
tion “are most unfavorable, wreckers and 
naval officers say the raising will prove a 
much less difficult undertaking here than was 
the freeing of the vessel from the ledge. 

The latest misfortune was due to the 
rough weather which prevailed last night, 
combined with the trained and leaky condi- 
tion of the cruiser. wing hawsers connect- 
ing the Yankee with two tugboats parted re- 
peatedly, and it was during am endeavor to 
attach another towing line that one of the 
tugs was lifted on a great wave and smnashed 
against the side of the crurser, breaking in 
a port, which allowed the, water td flood 
the compartment where the air compressors 
were at work. The water disabled the ma- 
chines and later put out the fires under 
che boilers which furnished the power for 
the wrecking pumps. 

No lives were lost when the Yankee went 
down.

BANKERS WARDED OFF WAR? 


Europeans Believe Kaiser Was 
Checked by Loan Calls. 


SUPPORT CLAIM OF HILL. 


Power of Financiers Over Diplomats Is 
Given Full Credence. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—In his statement that 
the kaiser was forced into a settlement of the 
Moroccan question at Algeciras because the 
French bankers threatenedto call in German 
loans, J. J. Hill of the Great Northern rall- 
road gave expression to the belief which is 
held by a good many European financiers. 
With the increased cost of modern warfare, 
the power of control exergised by high 
finance upon governments nowadays is 
greater than ever before in the world's his- 
tory, and recent events would indicate that 
it hed almost attained the power of an 
absolute veto. 

It is beyond doubt that throughout the 
developments of the Balkan crisis the Euro- 
pean financiers played no unimportant part 
in safeguarding peace. In fact, but for their 
support it may be questioned whether diplo- 
macy alone could have prevented ap out- 
break in the near east bearing the possibili- 
ties of a continental conflagration in its 
train. 

Even at the moments when the fears of 
war were at the highest point it may have 
been remarked that the tone of these dis. 
patches had been consistently optimistic, and 
it is no breach of confidence to say the reason 
for that was to be found in the information 
hed of the manner in which finance and 
diplomacy were working together in order to 
avert a confict. 


Inquiry Supports the Idea. 

It was, of course, impossible to say there 
would be no war—just as it is impossible to 
predict now that the Balkan snows will melt 
in the spring without hogtilities—but the suc- 
cess of the past leads to the hope of a similar 
result in the future. Exactly what ways and 
means are being taken to bring about the de- 
sired consummation is a secret which history 
may reveal. 

Inquiries made in London ard Paris by com- 
petent observers some weeks ago, when the 
perils of the situation seemed the greatest, 
led to the conclusion that the reason of the 
remarkable accumulation of gold in the Bank 
of France was, in part at least, due to the 
fact the French were calling in their bal- 
ances. especially from Berlin. 

The Casablanca incident never was a seri- 
ous one, but to a large section of the French 
investing public it seemed to complicate the 
situation so that many inhabitants of the non- 
fortified towne in the neighborhood of the 
eastern frontier made preparations to aban- 
don their homes within twenty-four hours. 
In matters such as this, where it is impoe- 
sible to obtain tangible financial! data, a fact 
of this kind is an important index. 


No Agreement of Authorities. 

It must be stated that there was by no 
means an agreement of the authorities on 
the subject. While all agreed on the infiu- 
ence “haute finance™ exerted in favor of 


peace, there was no consensus of opinion as 


to any practical steps having been taken to 
make that influence felt in the advance of 
actual necessity. 

While on the one hand an English banker 
said he believed certain French banke had 
called in their short time loans from Ger- 
many, on the other, the manager of the Lon- 
don branch of one of the biggest French 
credit institutions said he was confident 
rothing of the sort had been done. In the 
latter's view, the accumuation of gold in 
the Bank of France which, he pointed out, 
in the circumstances could only De a re- 
pository for inflowing gold and not a direct 
collecting agency, was due to normal causes. 

Another banker said that to the best of his 
memory the gold movements at the time of 
the Algeciras conference lent color to Hill's 
assertion; yet another declared that the gold 
movements on the continent during the last

Nude Part Most Modest Here. 

At present, in one of the tiny theaters off 
the boulevard, where the cheapest seats are 
$2, there is a play running in which a nude 
woman is introduced. However, it must 
be confessed that this nude woman is the 
most modest part of the play. 

Another theatér advertises pieces called

by Mlle. M.“ 

In the former cases, which were brought 
up before the court, the line was carefully 
drawn between the artistic nude and the 
nude per se, but the judge of the cage of the 
restaurant Pigalle, where the patrons paid 
$4 for dinner without wine, but with living 
pictures, said he saw no reason to consider 
the exhibition as intended, to be artistic, al- 
though the manager of the restaurant en- 
tered a plea that the women posed in the 
cause of art.

$3,500,000 TAX PUT UPON 
ONE ESTATE OF $25,000,000. 


Death of Harry Barnato Proves Wind- 
fall to England’s Chancellor of the 


Exchequer. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—The death of Harry 
Barnato, whose estate is estimated at $25,- 
000,000, is a windfall much needed by the 
chancellor of the exchequer. Harcourt's 
famous death duties laid a heavy toll on big 
estates, but the finance act of 1907 is merci- 
less to these big fortunes. Indeed, the com- 

plaint is thet it approaches confiscation. 
This seems justified when it is realized that 
the Barnato estate one way or the other is 
muleted to the extent of nearly one-fifth 
The death duties wiamount to 88.800. 000 be- 
ing 10 per cent on the first $5,000,000 and in 
the cage of gn estate of 616.000 000 and up-

Simon Enters Port au Prince 
with 8,000 Men. 


DANGER OF BIG CIVIL WAR. 


Many Aspirants for Presidency Likely 
to Make Trouble, 


PORT AU PRINCE, HAYTI, Dec. 5.—The 
revolutionary army of 8,000 men marched 
into Port au Prince at 8 o'clock this morning. 
Gen. Antoine Simon was at its head, and he 
was given an ovation by the people of the 
city. The entrance of the solciers was or- 
derly and discipline is being maintained. 

Gen. Simon was received at the outskirts 
of the city by a delegation from the commit- 
tee of public safety. The welcome of the peo- 
ple was officially conveyed to him, and he was 
offered a magnificent crown of palms. Ac- 
companied by his personal escort and fol- 
lowed by a large crowd crying, “ Long live 
the president!“ the general mace his way 
to the cathedral, where he assisted at the 
celebration of a Te Deum. The service was 
conducted by the archbishop. 

Upon emerging from the cathedral the ova- 
tion in honor of the successful revolutionary 
leader was redoubled. The bells of the city 
rang out, and the drums and trumpets soun¢- 
ed the salute that is used only to welcome the 
chief executive of the Haytian republic. 


Headquarters in Private House. 

After leaving th church Gen. Simon made a 
tour of Port-au-Prince, still accompanied by 
his escort and still cheered by the people 
wherever he went. The popular belief was 
that he would go directly, to the national 
palace and establish himself there, but on the 
contrary, the general finally halted at a pri- 
vate house on the Champ de Mars, where he 


established his headquarters. 


Gen. Simon’s position undoubtedly is strong 
and there is great likelihood of his proclaim- 
ing himself president of the republic, If he 
takes such @ step, however, there is every 
reason to believe that Gen. Leconte, at Cape 
Haytian, Gen. Firmin, at Gonaives, and Gen. 


presidency, will enter a vigorous protest and 
that an outbreak of civil warfare will follow. 
The hope of peace rests in the holding of free 
elections and it is believed that Gen. Simon 
recognizes the wisdom of such a policy. 


Rebel Army Well Armed. 

The rebel army has occupied the various 
barracks. It consists of infantry and cav- 
alry. The latter branch is commanded by a 
son of Gen. Simon. The infantry is almost 
entirely armed with rifles and is well supplied 
with ammunition; only a few detachments 
carry machetes. 

Nord Alexis, the deposed president, accom- 
panied by the members of his entourage, left 
the French cruiser Duguay Trouin today and 
transferred to the German steamer Sarnia. 
Thie vessel will take him to Kingston, Ja- 
maica. 

There has been a marked improvement in 
the rate of exchange since the Alexis govern- 
ment was thrown out, and the population is 
jubilant over the amelioration.

Owing to the revised form of the daily 
court bulletin which hereafter will be Um- 
ited to reporting only the really important 
events his majesty’s name has almost die- 
appeared from the columns of the news- 
papers. If he hadn't chanced to be confined 
to his room with a catarrhal cold the last 
eight days the country would have had no 
printed evidence at all that the kaiser was 
in evidence. He has abandoned @ long list 
of hunting and other spectacular engage- 
ments and apparently has settled down to a 
strict attendance to his own knitting. 

It remains, of course, to be seen how long 
the restless personality of Wiliam IL will 
content itself with playing this thinking part.

The kaiser is far too sagacious a politi- 
dian not to recognize.the true in wardness of 
the handwriting on the wall. The people are 
persuaded that a new era, altbough not the 
millennium, has arrived for keeps. A dis- 
tinguished German ambassador said that 
anybody who really knows the German pulit- 
ical mind or, rather, the German nonpolitical 
mind, knows that they cannot expect any- 
thing but a colorless ending to all the clamor 
which*has been going on the last thirty days. 

„Perhaps in the next generation,” he said, 
„ such a clamor will produce vital results, but 
practically we are still in the primary grade 
and are incapable of truly great achieve- 
ments. If Germany would subject itself to 
gome critical self-examination it would see 
that the personal régime is principally due 
to the country's traditional incurable lack of 
interest in politics. It has been conten! to 
let the emperor, the cabinet ministers, and 
the government departments run the coun- 
try’s business in their own way. Such a sys- 
tem frequently leads to trouble, but the 
real seat of it in our case lies with the polit- 
ical apathy with which Germany is bur- 
dened.” 


CHINA TO SEND 2,000 STUDENTS

Papke Has No Excuse to- Offer 
for Defeat in His Last 
Battle. i 


CORBETT TELLS OF FIGHT. 


Critic Says Chance Blow Did Not 
Cut Figure in Bout; Cham- 
pion Eager for Advice. 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 

Well, the Ketchel-Papke contest is all over 
and Ketchel won back the middleweight 
champtonship of the world in a contest where 
a chance blow did not cut any figure. It was 
my misfortune to be ill in bed with rheuma- 
tism, which prevented me from witnessing 
the contest, but I am quite sure I can give 
my readers better information on this con- 
test than any I have written for Tue TRIBUNE 
before. 

I will start in from the first contest be- 
tween these men at Milwaukee, I will take 
in the three contests they had and my read- 
ers can judge for themselves which, in their 
opinion, is the better man. 

In this contest at Milwaukee Ketchel hit 
Papke in the first round and almost knocked 
him out. Ketebel had all the better of it all 
through the ten rounds. Papke claimed that 
if it were not for that chance blow in the 
first round he could have beaten Ketchel. 
Panke told me that himself and aleo told me 
he felt sure he could whip Ketchel. AsI said 
before, I did notbelleve it, as I thought it was 
the usual loser's excuse. 


Ketchel Calls It Chance Blow. 


Then they. went to Los Angeles and fought. 
In the first round in that contest Papke did 
identically the same thing that Ketchel did 
m Milwaukee. He hit Ketchel with a right 
hand punch between the eyes in the first 
round. After that punch he beat Ketchel 
all over the ring and practically knocked 
him out. 

Then Ketchel came out and told me himself 
that if it were not for the chance blow he 
got between the eyes in the first he would 
have beaten Papke.. Now then, they each 
have one contest to their credit.

Trotting Associations Get Together. 

The adjournment of the trotting congress, 
which met here last Tuesday, until May, 
1910, means that in the future there will be 
no ‘conflict of rules between the American 
and the National Trotting agsociations. 

For some time there has been some friction 
between the two turf governing bodies on 
matters that were in themselves of no great 
importance, but that should be treated alike - 
by both associations., The principal thing 
about which there was a difference was the 
matter of amateur racing. It was found scme 
time ago that for various reasons the best 
interests of all the parties would be sub- 
served if amateur.clibs in membership with 
either of the parent associations were al- 
lowed to hold a short meeting each yea: at 
which gate money could be charged without 
the horses taking part in races at such meet- 
ings being given a record for their perform- 
ances. The American association was the 
first to act, and {ite rule, among other things, 
prohibited betting at amateur meetings, and 
also limited them to three days. 

For a time the National association balked 
on the matter and announced that it wcvid 
make matinée performances where gate 
money was charged a bar but not a record. 

Finally the matter was considered by the 
National and a rule permitting such racing 
was passed, but it was so loosely drawn that 
under it a matinée club could permit betting 
and also the sale of liquor, which latter 
feature was barred by the American rule.

Furthermore, there was no limit to the 
amount of racing in which a-matinée organi- 
ation could induige, As the Nationa! associ- 
ation does not hold a congress until 1910 it 
was thought best to walt until’ then before 
committing the American to any new legisla- 
tion, and in the meantime the associations, 
through the rules committees, will agree on 
what is wanted by both bodies and arrange 
matters so there will be no clagh. 

Should anything requiring immediate ac- 
tion come up before 1910 the directors of the 
associations have power to make rules to ft 
the case, subject to confirmation by the next 
congress.

It was alleged that these four men had re- 
ceived a regular salary during the last tour- 
nament which was held at the C. A. A. This 
salafy was presumed at first to have been 
paid them by the clubiteelf, but afterward, it 
was saic, the Cherry Circle had nothing to do 
with the matter, and that a partner in a local 
billiard supply Company had been the pay- 
master. When this allegatlon was made pub- 
lic the C. A. A. committee, which had cepu- 
tized itself to. rule in the case, decidéd to 
wash its hands of the whole affair. 


Affair Likely to Drop. 

The chances are there will be nothing 
more said of the charges. There appears to 
be a difference of opinion in local billiara cir- 
cles about the dividing. line between ama- 
teurs and proféstionals. Those who wanted 
the four barred from the amateur ranks were 
working and talking on the theory that the 
same rules govern the cue game which hold 
in running, jumping, etc. Billlardtsts beg 
to differ. They assert that a professicnal 
billiard player is one who plays the game to 
make his living, and that a man who works 
at some other occupation and plays on the 
side’ ie not. a pro because he receives 
money in competition. They compare bil- 
liards to bowling, and say that the A. A, U. 
or any other amateur organization would be 
foolieh in barring a man from athletiesperts 
because he had bowled for cash. 

Fred Conklin says he never made the ad- 
mission that he was paid during the last na- 
tional tourney. He will not give up his ama- 
teur standing because of the allegations, and 
is confident no one will ask him to do 80. 
Conklin is one of the most popular of local 
billiardists, and has always prove a true 
sportsman in his matches. 

Demarest on Eastern Tour. 

Calvin Demarest is planning to leave this 
week for Pittsburg, where he will play a 
week’s engagement at Davis’ bilMard room. 
He will meet all comers, and the Smoky 
city enthusiasts are planning to provide him 
with fast opponents. After his stay in Pitts- 
burg Demarest is due fora visit to New York. 
He will make his headquarters at Muggsy 
MoGraw's room there and will take on every 
one who wants to try him out. 

Demarest has been practicing for the laet 
‘week at the Rochester. He has played the 
18-1 and 18-2 styles and has made good 
in both. His high averages have surprised 
even his most ardent admirers, and his 
friends assert that he will be champion of 
them all in another year or two. 

Indications are that a big professional! tour- 
nament will be pulled off in Chicago before 
the winter is over. Willie Hoppe, George 
Sutton, and the rest of the bright lights are 
anxious to start something, and Demarest 
undoubtedly will get into the contest if it 
materializes. A local roomkeeper said yes- 
terday that an effort would be made to have 
two free for al tournaments, one of them 
to be played here and the other in New York. 
Hoppe and Sutton will be the headliners, 
while some of the foreign players now in this 
country surely will enter.

Return Match Between Tarrasch 
and Lasker a Possibility. -

Issues Pamphlet Discussing Former 
Contest for the Title,

A return match for the championship of 
the world between Lasker and Tarrasch, 
which had been considered quite unlikely 
owing to the decisiveriess of Lasker's vie- 
tory, is among the possible events of the 
coming year. 

During a few days’ stay in London recent- 
ly, Lasker stated his late opponent had a 
large following in Germany, which is of the 
same opinion held by Tarrasch, that he was 
out of luck, in poor form, and temporarily 
disabled from playing the match in his 
usually sound style. However that may be, 
his admirers, Lasker believes, will find the 
funds to enable the Nuremberg physician to 
play a réturn match and give a better ac- 
count of himself. 


Tarrasch Issues Pamphlet on Match. 


Dr. Tarrasch, in his prompt and energetic 
manner, has stolen a march on several ex- 
pected publications of the games of the late 
match by the appearance of his own pam- 
phlet of the contest: 

[Der Schachwettkampf Lasker-Tarrasch 
um die Welt meisterschaft, August-Septem- 
ber, 1008. Von Dr. Tarrasch. Leipzig, Veit 
& Co. Paper cover, 148 pages.] 

It contains the history of the match, the 
games elaborately annotated, and a valuable 
study of rook and pawns endings—one’ of 
which occurred in the fifteenth game. The 
author criticises the games in a fair manner, 
points out the ones he should have won and 
drawn—and states his readiness to engage in 
a return match and his confiderfee in making 
a successful stand against the unconquered 
champion. . 

Of the other chess happenings in 1909 inter- 
national tournaments at Lodz, London. 
Carisbad, Ostend, St. Petersburg, Venice, and 
Warsaw are talked about, but, as usual, the 
most of them will remain talk only.

Curious Situation in Leader’s Hand. ! 

His methods produced a curious situation 
in leader's hand. The latter, of course, could 
never discard a club, as this would give the 
dealer five tricks in that suit. Therefore, at 
trick five, he must elect to discard another 
diamond or blank the king of hearts. 

The first discard would have been the nat- 
ural one except for déaler’s seemingly curi- 
ous play of a diamond at trick two. 

With the evidence which he had at that 
time, leader should have discarded the heart 
on the general proposition that that suit | 
was less dangerous than the diamond. By 
this discard dealer would not have been able 
to win the eighth trick with the four of dia- 
monds or to make more than twelve tricks.

All skat players of any experience under- 
stand that when a player is discarding on 
tricks which his partner has won he throws 
on the best card of whatever the sult hap- 
pens to be. 


Would Play Queen First. 


Thus, with queen and seven of a sult in 
which his partner led the winning cards, he 
would play first the queen and then the 
seven, and the latter card would tell his 
partner absolutely that he had no more of 
that suit. 

What should it mean, however, when the 
cards. are played in that fashion on tricks 
which have been won by the successful bid- 
der? 

There is no reason why this reverse or 
echo should not be used in skat to declare 
command of a suit, as it does in bridge or 
whist, although, of course, to a much more 
limited extent. 1 

In the deal above it was certain from the 
outset that vorhand would be able to take 
every trick but one. Mittelhard, by echoing 
first in the heart and afterward in the dia- 
mond suit, informed hinterhand that he must 
protect the ten of spades. 


Might Have Protected Ten of Diamonds, 


The latter probably would have considered 
the ten of diamonds a better card to protect, 
except for the prompt information given by 
mittelhand, and vorhand would-have secured 
schwartz.

If those narrow minded old burghers could 


af See how well the Jews kept their promise 
~ they would open their eyes in surprise at the 


many magnificent e institutions, 
covering every conceivable case of need and 
suffering, which testify to the inborn kind- 
ness of the Jewish heart. The Jews of 
New York alone for their twelve leading 
charities are now contributing yp wards of 
$1,000,000 a year. 

In 1656 D' Andrade was denied the privilege 
of holding realestate. During the same year 
the governor through the council, which he 
absolutely controlled, as well as the burgo- 
masters, refused De Lucena permission to 
prepare a burial ground forthe Jews. A few 
months later this decision was revoked. An 
interesting example of the good old times 
is the fact that the pilgrim fathers appealed 
in vain to the Dutch government for per- 
mission to settle in its American domains be- 
fore the Plymouth settlement was made. 

* * 
Only Christian Faith Allowed. 

In 1664 the city was captured by the Eng- 
lish and its name changed to New York, in 
honor of the Duke of York. The charter 
of liberties and privileges adopted by the 
colonial assembly in 1688 extended relig- 
fous freedom to all but Jews, and the mayor 
and common council of New York in 1685, 
considering the Jews’ petition “ for liberty 
to exercise their religion,” referred to them 
by Gov. Dongan, decided that mo “ pubie 
worship is tolerated by act of assembly, but 
to those that profess faith in Christ, and 
therefore the Jews’ worship was not to be 
allowed.” 

When James, Duke of York, became King 
James II., Gov. Andros who succeeded Don- 
gan was instructed to “permit all pereons, 
of whatever religion, freedom to worship.“ 
and we find in 1605 a synagogue on the north 
side of Mill street, a street no longer in 
existence, which may have been built as 
early as 1691, for a historian of this period 
speaks of the Jews as one of the sects, and 
then adds that each sect had its church. 

The prohibition against the Jews going 
into retail trade which was a Dutch law 
which remained somehow operative under 
English law, w&s gradually dropped for we 
find Jews engaged in retail trade in the early 
part of the elghteenth century. 

One of the great merchants of this period, 
about 1768 to 1790, was Hayman Levy, who 
traded with the Indians, and an historian of 
that day claims that he was “actually 
worshipped by the red man.” John Jacob 

Astor acquired his first experience in the

Constitution Established qual Footing 

On a question concerning the contested 
seat of Col. Frederick Phillips of West- 
chester county, the general assembly of 
New York on Sept. 23, 1737, resolved that 
Jews could neither vote for representatives 
nor be admitted as witnesses. 

The Jews of New York were not on a foot- 
ing of political equality with Christiane 
prior to the revolution. By the first consti- 
tution of the state of New York, adopted in 
1777, they were put on an absolute equality 
with all other citizens, New York having 
been the first state actually granting full 
religious liberty. 

Bancroft has referred to Maryland as 
among the first colonies which adopted re- 
ligious freedom as the basis of the state.“ 
But its religious freedom was limited to 
those within the province who believed in 
Jesus Christ, and was accompanied by a 
proviso which declared that any person who 
denled the trinity should be punished with 
death. 

Maryland, therefore, was no place for the 
Jew. Ewen after the revolution, though 
under the constitution of the United States, a 
Jew was eligible to any office, no one could 
hold any office under the government of 
Maryland without signing a dration that 
he believed in the Christian r on. This 
disability was not removed until Feb. 26, 
1825, when the legislature finally passed the 
bill according to the Jew his full and civil 
rights, 

From the period of the riot, in 1749. d- 
rected against a Jew and his wife,“ accord- 
ing to Gov. Clinton’s report to London, to 
the revobution, there was but little increase 
in the Jewish population in New York. A 
few additions were made by immigration 
from England, but not sufficient to counter- 
act the emigration to Charleston, Philadel- 


phia, and especially to Newport. 

Attracted by the tolerance of Roger WIl- 
Hams, a fugitive himself from persecution, 
and disheartened by Stuyvesant’s persistent 
persecutions, many Jews made their way to 
Newport as early as 1657, and for twenty 


years preceding our revolutionary war New- 


port was one of the principal cities in the 
American cojonies, in commercial importance 
ranking with Boston and Philadelphia, for 
Edward Eggieston tells us that he was 
thought a bold prophet who then said that 
New York might one day be equal to New- 
port,“ for, about 1750, New York sent forth 
fewer ships than Newport, and just half as 
many as Boston. It was the fair treatment 
of the Jews under Roger Williams, the 
pioneer of religious liberty, which caused 
the Puritan, Cotton Mather, in his “ Mag- 
nalia,” to characterize Newport as the 
common receptacie of the convicts of Jeru- 
salem and the outcasts of the land.“ 

An occasional Jew may Have strayed into 
other parts of New England, but the Puri- 
tans had no use for the Jew—unless he be- 
came a convert. The best known of the 
early settlers was Judah Monis, who em- 
braced Christianity and filled the chair of 
Hebrew in Harvard college from 1722 until 
his death in 1764, 

* * 

Maryland Drew First Settlement. 

The first documentary evidence regarding 
the settlement of Jews in Philadelphia dates j 
from the year 1726, although it is known that 
Jews settled in Schaefersville, Lancaster, 
York, and Baston as early as 1655. In 1662 
the Mennonites drew up articles of associa- 
tion, their object being to establish a har- 
monious society of persons of different re- 
ligious. sentiments, it was determined to ex- 
clude from it all intractable people, such as 
those in cOmmunion with the Roman see; 
usurious Jews, stiff necked English Quakers, 
Puritans, foolhardy believers in the millen- 
nium, and obstinate modern pretenders to 
revelation.” 

Evidently there were Jews in Pennsylvania 
at least twenty-five years prior to the land- 
ing of William Penn. 

It is likely that Maryland was the first 
colony in which Jews settled, though they 
were probably only stragglers, they seem to 


have arrived shortly after the establishment 
of the provincial government in 1634. As 
eatly as 1657 Dr. Jacob Lumbrozo was set- 
tied there and letters of denization were is- 
sued to him Sept. 10, 1663. He had a planta- 
tion and also practiced medicine. 

On the 7th of July, 1778, a party of forty 
Jews sailed up the Savannah river on & ves- 
gel direct from London, arriving in the midst 
of a public dinner given by Oglethorpe, who 
had assembled the colonists for the purpose 
of allotting to each settler his proportion 
of land and of organizing a local government. 

* * 


Oglethorpe Praised Their Worth. 


In spite of much determined opposition to 
the newcomers, the benevolent Oglethorpe 
befriended the Jews, wrote to England prais- 
ing their enterprise and worth, calling special 
attention to one of their number, Dr. Nunes, 
for his e(tention to the sick, and other valu- 
able servicee. Another of their number was 
Abraham de Lyon, a horticulturist, who was 
the first in this country to introduce success- 
fully usefu: foreign plants. 

It was the industry and intelligence of the 
Jews and the subsequent arrivals of a few 
Moravian, and Highlanders from Scotland. 
which made a success of Ogilethorpe’s 
sebeme. for it is a Well known fact that the 
colorists were idle, dissolute, mutinous, and 
unwiiling tc protect the colony from the 
Spaniards, who threatened Its destruction. 

With the departure of Oglethorpe from 
Georgia, and.on account of the persistent 
hostility of the trustees of the London com- 
pany, subject not only to civil disabilities, but 
with the rest of the population to unreason- 
able demande, many Jews gradually moved 
from Savannah and settled in the rising city 
of Charleston. 

On the day following the Jewish New Yeer, 
1750, the rst Hebrew congregation was 
formed in Charleston. During the struggie 
for indepezcence the Jews of Charleston 
distin sulehed themselves by their patriotism ; 
not a single Tory was found among them. 
In 1818 Charleston numbered over 600 Jews, 
then the largest Jewish population of any 
city of the United States; today it has about 
2.000, a proportion smaller than 1816; this is 
owing to the fact that the city is no longer 
the cominerciei center it was before the war. 


* 


A few struggling Jews came to Virginia in 
1658, but this part of the country could not 
bogst of a synagogue until 1701.

Fought in ind Regiments. 

The first Jew to penetrate as far as the 
western states came from England to Indi- 
anapolis in 1794, but the race made no head- 
wey in Indiana for a long time. Those who

A doctor We is 
reasonably skilled can set a broken bone 
properly, but he can’t be held for its failure 
to knit. Many times bones refuse to knit 
under any cincumstances. Many times the 
replacement of a joint may not insure its 
healing. For these failures the doctor may 
not be held, provided it be shown that in the 
work as physician he has shown the rea- 
sonable skill of which he is supposed te be 
possessed. 

“I am @ reasonably good doctor,” we 
may imagine the physician saying when he 
accepts you as a patient. “I'll look after 
your case to the best of my ability. I don't 
think I'll kill you, but I don’t guarantee 
to cure you. When I’m done with your case 
on these terms, 1 shall expect you to pay 
my bill.” 

But in the experience of the medico-legal 
committee of the Chicago Medical associa- 
tion, much of the lability which is sought 
to de put upon the doctor comes from the 
patient’s questioning of the doctor‘s fina] bill.

And despite the fact that he has since de- 
voted his fine legal mind to the aid of poor 
persecuted capital, Mr. Miller still has pre- 
served his interest in the public welfare and 
has always held himself in readiness to 
fulfill his duty as a citizen whenever his serv- 
ices were called for. With an eminently 
practical mind he is a philosopher with a 
shrewd sense of humor and down in his heart 
of hearts he does not believe that Standard 
on or the beef trust or both combined can 
wreck the United States of America. So, al- 
though pessimists fear that we are all going 
to the demnition bow-wows,” he pursues 
the even ténor of his way convinced that the 
world will continue its gay whirligig even 
after he has ceased to defend trusts and 
trusts have ceased My need defense.

Teo W for an Orator. 

Mr. Miller is not an orator, at least not as 
Burke and Webster were orators. His men- 
tality is too mathematical for him to in- 
@ulge in flowery tropes and rhetorical flour- 
ishes. it is probable that as a criminal 
lawyer he would not have been so successfyl, 
for he is not the man to sway the passions of 
his fellows and has far too deep a regard for 
strict interpretations and legal niceties to 
disregard evidence and slur over facts in the 
ingenious manner in vogue in the criminal 
courts. He likes to match his wits against 

intellectual equals and win a victory by 
the superiority of his logic or his better) 
knowledge of legality. 

He is a quiet man and never thunders forth 
impassionate. The cases which he defends 
are tried in the highest courts in the land and 
before judges who care little for oratory and 
much for logic. The referees before whom 
he wins his victories would probably remain 
unmoved before a Lincoln but they can be 
deeply interested by the tall, spare man who 
will loll in front of them and discuss weighty 
legal problems finely and incisively while his 
voice never raises above 2 conversational 
pitch. 

It ie all a quite impersona) matter to Mr. 
Miller. The law is his hobby, his passion. 
He revels in a knotty problem much the same 
as a chess player over Mis pawns There 
are laws which must be reconciled, inter- 
preted, and impartially enforced. Whether 
those laws work for good or evil is after all 
not his question. He did not make them, 
but, being made, he wishes to interpret them. 

The basis on which Mr. Miller founded his 
famous immunity for the packers was after 
all a simple construction of a fundamental 
law with the provisions of which even lay- 


men are tolerably familiar. That law de- 
crees that no man shall be convicted on his 
own evidence. It is an old and highly re- 
spectable ordinance which has been proved 
and found good, but fortunately or unfortu- 
nately, according to which side of the fence 
you are bn, the prosecutors of the beef pack- 
ers had not paid gufficient attention to it. 
Mr. Miller showed the Court of Appeals 


‘that the packers had been convicted mainly 


on evidence which had been procured from 
themselves. That argument was held valid, 
the convictions were quashed, and John 8. 
Miller became famous. 

It sounds quite easy, but it entalled an 
enormous amount of work. The evidence, 
which was voluminous enough to contain 
several volumes, had to be studied line by 
line, what was relevant to be retained and 
what was irrelevant to be cast out. It had 
to be correlated, segregated, and classified, 
and finally the lawyer had to bring to bear 
all hie legal training and knowledge to put 
his case clearly, concisely, and logically be- 
fore the court. 

Calm, self-possessed, and certain of him- 
self and his case, Mr. Miller fought and won 
another tremendous battle. He succeeded 
in having the enormous fine which Judge 
Landis had imposed on Standard Oll remit- 
ted. The fact that the fine was absolutely in 
accord with the great tide of public opinion 
was @ matter of no moment to Mr. Miller. 
He was employed to rescue his clients and 
the abstract ethics of the case were not his 
concern. What interested him was whether 
the decision was legal. He discovered a 
number of flaws in his opponents’ armor and 
the Court of Appeals decided that the pre- 
ponderance of law was on his side,

New Interpretation for Optimism. 

Mr. Miller is an optimist, but he interprets 
the word himself. In fact, interpretation is 
a mania with him. He says hope, but he does 
not mean it in the usual sense. Confidence 
would be more nearly his definition. Be sure 
you will win and go ahead. That is his 
maxim. He asserts that he is always confi- 
dent of victory and assumes that it ts his if 
he ig not deficient in hammering. Being a 
remarkably practical person he explains suc- 
cess as another word for hammering. 

There is not much difference between one 
man and another,” he says, “ except that one 
starts in to hammer early and keeps at it, 
while another starts late or quits early. Suc- 
cess is merely dependent on hope and ham- 
mering Keep at it, and you will get there 
some time.“ 

Outside his profession Mr. Miller is devoted 
to books, but, as might be expected, his taste 
hardly runs to fiction. Philosophy Is the se- 
cret joy of his soul, and he also has a penchant 
for psychic research. His home contains one 
of the finest private Mbraries in Chicago and 
is the favored retreat of this much abused, 
much lauded man. 

Mr. Miller te a member of the leading clubs 
of the city and served as president of the 
Union League club. He has a mild case of 
golfitis, but his choicest recreation isto go oft 
to the Adirondacks, where he has a cottage. 
and spend the days loafing through the woods 
with a gun or rod. He was married in 1887 to 
Mise Anna Gross, daughter of Dr. J. E. Gross, 
and has one son and a daughter. 

Louisville, N. Y., is the modest little town 
where the famous lawyer was born in 1847 and 
where he was brought up. He graduated 
from St. Lawrence university in 1869 and 
came to Chicago when he was 27 and entered 
the law office of Herbert & Quick. In 1891 he

Cow’s Health Dairy’s As: 
Science Guards City’s Mill

ROGRESSIVE men who produce milk 
for the great municipal markets rec- 
ognize two axioms—that no human food 
product is so susceptible to bacterial 
contamination as milk, and that twen- 
tieth century demands require the highest 
forms of scientific warfare against germs 
that deal death to adults and infants. Not 
alone the multiplicity of ordinances in the 
municipalities, but the spread of knowledge 
among the dairymen is working ou the 
problem of pure milk for consumers. 

Only recently has it struck home te the 
farmer that the health of his cows is as 
— of an asset as the animals themselves. 

The city puts out the edict “ preserve the 
bealth of faithful anima) that produces 


the milk, eliminate tuberculosis and other 


diseases to which the bovine possessions are 
a prey, adopt sanitary methods or we will 
reject the milk.” 

Taking the lesson home, the farmer re- 
sponds by reorganizing his business. Sun- 
light, ventilation, and proper.care, the trinity 
of modern rules in the dairy, have displaced 
the old policy of feed the cow and that will 
result in a big yield of milk.” Bacteria such

‘Knell of Old MilK Pall. 

A Wonderful system of ventilation has been 
devised for dairies, and its general adoption 
Sy all farmers who apply intelligence and 
scientific methods to their ventures proves its 
merit. But pure air alone is not sufficient for 
the cow barn. No dust must be permitted to 
accumulate, the barns should be kept in per- 
fect sanitary form, and the animal must be 
subjected to frequent cleaning operations. 
Scientiste have sounded the knell of the old 
fashioned milk pail with its flaring edges. 


The small tapped pail is in favor. It offers | 


less of an opening for bacteria that may fall 
into the milk during the process of milking. 

Some bacteria invariably are found in milk. 
The laboratory shows, however, that these 
germs are beneficial rather than injurious to 
human consumers. But the presence of bac- 
teria directly traceable to filth and Insani- 
tary conditions fs at once a source of danger 
and a signal for medical warfare on the un- 
desirable dairy. 

Keep the cow stable as neat and as clean 
as the kitchen is the slogan of the most pro- 
gressive dairymen. They are in the ascend- 
ency. The caretess, old fashioned dairyman 
is going to see the handwriting on the wall 
H. B. Gurler of De Kalb, III., was the first 
dairyman to produce certified milk for the 
city of Chicago. He madeit pay. There will 
be thousands of dairymen in attendance at 
the national dairy show who have adopted 
similar methods. Eternal vigilance, the ap- 
plication of soap and water and disinfectants 
and then care, care, and more care, is the 
price that is paid for certified milk. 

s * 
How ‘‘MilKing” Is Done Now. 

The process that Mr. Gurler follows, as de- 
ecribed by himself, follows: 

“One half hour before milking the cows 
are groomed The milxers are required to 
clean their hands and put on white milking 
suits. I have a man to clean the udders of 
the cows just In advance of milking, using a 
sponge and warm water for this purpose. 
Each milk pail is furnished with a closely fit- 
ting strainer cover, into which is fastened 
a layer of absorbent cotton, so that all the 
milk passes through this cotton before enter- 
ing the milk pall. The milk is poured out 
through a covered spout so the strainer is not 
removed from the pail until through milking, 
when it is destroyed and a new one is pre- 
pared for ch milking. The milk pails, 
strainers, cans and all utensile used about, 
also the bottles in whic. the milk is shipped 
to the consumer are thoroughly cleansed and 
then sterilized by Hive steam in a sealed room, 
the temperature of which is held 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit for thirty minutes.” 

Another big factor in the production of milk 
is the ration for the cow. A well balanced 
ration of wholesome food is a necessity. Ex- 
perience also has proved that it is possible 
for a cow to produce milk unfit for babies or 
even adults, even with a ration of wholesome 
food. Each dalryman must solve this food 
problem for himself.

Dealers’ Methods Often Faulty. 

The producef of milk is not by any means 
wholly responsible for the pathogenic bac- 
teria that get into the milk. The dealer often 
is quite as much at fault. Too often his 
methods of handling milk after  gete into 
the city are insanitary. He exposes the fluid 
to the street dust, keeps it in insanitary 
places, leaves it in unsterilized vessela, and: 
imperils the product that the careful dairy 
man has done so much to protect. The great 
rank and file of city consumers seem to fail 
to appreciate the wonderful food value of 
good milk and want (o buy it cheap.

bows of satin ribbon and decorate the han- 
dles or two sides. 

An attractive collar or handkerchief bag 
in which to throw soiled collars and hand- 
kerchiefe is easily made. Take three-quar- 
ters of a yard of cretonne and buy and em- 
broldery hoop. Cut the cretonne round and 
Shirt it on the hoop. Put loops of silk rib- 
bons on both ends of the bag. 

A necessaire ie made by drawing 
ribbon through a small brese chain. Small 
embroidery scissors are fastened to one end 
and an emery bag at the other. The emery 
bag can be bought for a few cents. 

A pretty pincushion cover is made by tak- 
ing two small linen handkerchiefe trimmed 
with a dainty embroidered edge and sew them 
together on three sides. Put in the cushion 
and then sew the last side. The cushion may 
have one large white satin bow in ome cor- 
ner or two smaller ones. ’ 

A pretty jewel case, especially designed for 
rings and scarfpins, can be made by covering 
three small boxes with fancy ribbon. Put 
a piece of elastic or a piece of ribbon on the 
top lid long enough to keep the three to- 
gether. These jewelry boxes can be made 
in different sizes.

Opera Bag of Cream Satin. 

A lovely opera bag is made of cream satin 
ribbon about seven inches wide. The bag 
is furnished with a broad hem and shirred 
and has a double draw string of white satin 
ribbon.

Not infrequently ‘the hallway of a large 
tenement is the cause of many secret and 
open enmities. It. breaks friendships: and 
sometimes makes enemies for life. If there 
are two girls, for instance, living in two 

‘opposite flats the possession of the hall for 
the evening becomes an object of strife. 
Sometimes when the girls are more or less 
diplomatic there arises between them a sort 
of a mutual agreement, an agreement with- 
out words and without apparently the least 
sign of an understanding to use the hallway 
by turns. 

Thus if Miss Flynn takes possession of 
the hallway on Monday night, Miss Jaku- 
bowsky is the sole owner of this gray, 
musty, and generally ill smelling temple of 
love on Tuesday ‘night. Apparently by 
chance, but in reality by agreement, Miss 
Jakubowsky’s fellow finds it convenient, 
to call on his girl on Tuesdays, while Miss 
Fiynn’s fellow finds Monday evenings

Where. Gossips Draw Inspiration. 

Those. however, are not the only difficulties 
of hallway lovemaking. There are others 
more severe and more painful. The hallway 
mot only does not lend itself to privacy but 
is diregtly' responsible for all kinds‘of gossip 
and rumors which poison the life of the slum 
girl half the time. Frequently these gossipy 
tales, which begin to float around the tene- 
ment about this and that girl, wind up in 
serious quarrels and hair pulling matches. 

Like in everything else the slum gir! is 
cheated out of her pleasure even im love 
making.” said a club woman who spends 
much of her time trying to alleviate the suf- 
fering of the poor. At home she has no 
place. In most slum homes there is barely 
room to turn around. To give a room toa girl 
and her friend or sweetheart for the whole 
evening is impossible. Beside she would not 
want it because there is no privacy in the 
homes of poor people. A park is a favorite 
meeting place of many couples in the sum- 
mer. But the girl of the slum not infrequent- 
ly finds it impossible to go fo a park because 
he lacks the proper dress for it. 4 

“The hallway is the only place where she 
can spend a couple hours with her sweetheart 
without exposing her poor attire and by con- 
trast with the fine dresses of other girls 
accentuate her own poverty. If it is not the 
hallway then it is the alley around the corner 
where she meets her lover. And this is still 
worse. She is still further removed from any- 
thing like a home atmesphere. She is subject 
to unceremonious scrutinies of passersby and 
either becomes brazen to these or else is al- 
ways and déeply pained by them.” 

But while hallways are the chief meeting 
places of lovers there are other places where 
they find each other. The five cent theater 
is one of these. Hundreds of girls on Hal- 
sted street, Milwaukee avenue, and any other 
street where there are plenty of nickelodeons 
come to these theaters two or three evenings 
a week, not so much to see the show, but to 
meet their sweethearts there, to be with them 
for half an hour where while looking at the 
pictures they tell each other their troubles 
and joys and make a date fer another such 


meeting. . wg

All the poets sang the beauties 6f industry, and 
yet the world hated to work. It came to be regarded 
as a deep seated sign of tlie total depravity of man 
that he shunned labor. Really, it was a sign of man’s 
wisdom. This instinctive turning away from toil ex- 
cept in case of hunger, or hanging on to your job, or 
other dire necessity, was what kept the race alive. 
When man worked he was poisoned. Without realiging 
the danger he dodged the fatal results. The dread of 
work was a saving instinct instead of a busse, as 
we always were taught to believe.

Being a different poison, of course its Symptoms are 
different. The first symptom of the work poison is 
fatigue. You are not_to blame for it. You don’t get 
tired because you are naturally indolent ana worthless, 
but because «muscular exertion has released a lot of 
toxie matter hich grips you with its paralyzing fingers. 

That is just half the story. - The amazing sequel 
has just been provided by Dr. Burnham, whose paper 
was read before the international congress on school 
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hywiene by Dr. L. H. Gulick. He declares 
that certain anti-bodies that act as an 
antidote to fatigue are produced, and he 
has isolated the fatigue toxin and has 
produced an antitoxin in the usual man- 
ner. 

Dr. Burnham even believes that itis 
possible by a course of preliminary 
treatment to render the patient immune. 
He vacainates against laziness. ag it 
were, and when the patient is properly 
fortified he never gets tired any more. 
He works out his life with perfect cheer- 

fulness and without fatigue. ? 

Thus, it is believed, that a tramp might be put 
through a course of treatment which would make a 
useful citizen of him. He would love to work afterward 
as well as he now loves to rest.

Men Driven from Beloved Labor. 


Of course there will be no more strikes after the 
antitoxin treatment for ltaziness became general. The 
men will submit to almost. any sort of wage reduction 
before they will be driven away from their‘ beloved 
labor. And, of course, the longer the hours of labor the 
happier they will be. The only foremen needed in the 
factories and stores then will be a strong willed and 
husky man who will patrol the premises to see that 
no man works too hard. Periods of enforeed rest prob- 
ably will be provided for. Fifteen minutes, every 
four hours, it is thought, will be sufficient to have the 
men knock off from their labors amd spend the time 
in social converse.

If Dr. Burnham's remedy is proved to be as effica- 
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cious as he thinks, it will de only in the next genera- 
tion that ite full results Will be felt. By that time 
there will not be a lazy man or woman left in the 
world. Little children, when they start to school, will 
have to be made Immune against the fatigue toxin. On 
th- day the term opens the school physicians will make 
the round, and every pupil) who caknot show a. certifi- 
cate that he has been vaccinated with the lasiness anti- 
toxin will be taken promptly in haad by the school 
doctor.

Dr. Burnham believes his laziness antitoxin would 
apply to mental as well as physical fatigue. Every 
novelist in the future might be expected to write more 
books than Cyrus Townsend Brady.

It is not so much that the Chicago woman has 
been remiss in her social obligations. She has been 
ignorant of those conditions which fast are threatening 
total extinction of the male sex in this second city 
in America. Ignorance of the facts has allowed her 
to go on exacting a deference and devotion from the 
vanishing male population that is wholly out of pro- 
portion to her own d@windling social insignificance. 

At the present time that one lone man who by acci- 
gent or by inherent weakness in powers of resistance 
finds himself overwhelmed by the numbers of fair wom- 
en swarming around him in social or public functions is 
subjected to more humiliation by the women at the time 
than by his fellow men whén they get at him the next 
day. 
In every possible way tnes bevies of women put 
him upon the defensive.

Pigures which lead Dr. Drake in the direction of 
such a sociological reversal of custom have been knock- 
ing at the door of the city’s bureau of vital statistics 
for years. 

In the last three years, as compared with the three 
years preceding, the normal excess of male births over 
female births in Chicago has decreased 34.5 per cent.

Nature Tries to Keep an Equilibrium. | 
In ages gone this natural excess birth rate of males 
had ite nature cause doubtless; in the fact that the 
wales, through the inroads of warring savagery, the 
perils of the chase and the hardships of exposure to the 
elements suffered decimation far above the more pro- 
tected females. Nature's effort to keep her equilibrium 

cou.d have been responsible for this male birth rete. 
In those savage days, at least, man was candidate 
for survival in the rank of the fittest. But today; if 
woman is not to de considered that sex candidate, what 


af those British districts where to the 1,000 births of 


female children in 1895, the male births have dropped 
an average total of seventy-six in the 1,000 in the last 
100 years? And in Britain, as in Chicago, the male 
death rate has been as markedly excessive. 

It ig not inconsistent with modern scientific 
views, perhaps, that through the atavistic ten- 
dencies of the race, woman again might rise 
to that uni-sexual state that somewhere 
in the past she occupied preéminently 
to the exclusion of the male type. 


Amazon of the dim ages is conceded 
by the biologist to have been not only probable but pos- 
sible. If she again shall come to that estate what is k 
that today is indicating 3 as unfit for survival? 


Birth . er. Complete. 

It is admitted by experts that in oo registration 
states and countries the figures as to births are less 
complete than for deaths. But everywhere in recent 
years there has been this proportionate falling off 
of male children as compared to the females. When 
it is recognized everywhere that the birth of a son in 
a household stirs up greater enthusiasm than does the 
birth of a daughter, these dwindling figures for the 
male birth rate are especially significant. With the 
chances for reporting the birth of a son better than 
the chances for reporting a daughter, and with the male 
births decreasing in spite of this fact, the situation is 
serious. 

But this situation as to proportionate births is noth- 
ing when compared to the proportionate deaths which 
the male sex suffers in Chicago. These figures bearing 
upon death rates, too, virtually are unquestioned as to 
accuracy. The doctor who may neglect reporting’ the 
birth of a baby will take no chance with the law 
in not reporting a death, and under these cond*tions 
virtually every death which occurs in the city is cer- 
tified to the health department. 

Granting this fact in Chicago, the tremendously in-

With the fewer males to suffer depopulation inroads, 
it has been a matter of concern to the registration de- 
partment of the Chicago health department to discover 
that the male death rate over that of the female popula- 
tion rate has grown from 7.2 in 1892 to 36.6 in 1906! For 
the years 19066607 in Chicago this average excess 
per cent of male deaths over females has been 33, 
whereas ten years ago, from actual figures, the per- 
centage was less than 12! 

What's killing off the Chicago man? Why is the 
Chicago woman outliving him in greater ratio, year 
after year? 

Tabwiated figures showing male and female popwia- 
tions of the city for each year since 1890, the deaths 
for each year, the death rate for each sex, and the 
steadily increasing excess death rate for the male sex 
make an interesting study.

Only the spe- 
cific “cancer,” “intestinal “Obstruction,” “burns and 
scalds,” “bronchitis,” and “old age” of the Chi- 
cago causes for death threaten the Chicago woman 
more than the Chicago man. Every other tabulated 
cause for death in all Chicago menaces the man far 
more than it menaces the woman. Even the chance 
of accidental death at birth itself jis against the male, 
with a percentage of 33.7, fewer of him are born 
every year and his death rate to the 10,000 of popula- 
tion stands at 7.22, as against the 5.4 of the baby girl.

Significant Causes of Decimation. 


Looking to the cause of death out of greatest pro- 
portion, alcoholiam leads with an excess per cent of 
550 against the Chicago man. But numerically it ex- 
plains little for the reason that only 669 men died of

That the 
Chicago woman should die of this cause in the propor- 
tion of 754 to 682 might be made a matter of jest 
in an otherwise serious article. Yet this fact is only 
anothep of the really serious conditions pointing to the 
survival of the female sex. 

In the opinion of Dr. Drake, so far as he has ven- 
tured an opinion at all as to this wide discrepancy 
in the death rate of the two sexes, he is inclined to 
the view that the Chicago man is working too hard 
as the chief contributing cause to his higher death 
rate. To him deaths that are traceable in Freat measure 
to overwork and nervous strain, show large in the 


table of causes of death. 


Again he says that the Chicago man-<in common 
with all mankind in the United States—is far more 
inclined to “coddle” himself\than is the Chicago wom- 
an. He dresses in héavy underwear, wraps his throat. 

in a high overcoat collar, likes a warm place to work 
n and sleep in even at the sacrifice of pure air, and, 
perhaps already sweating from indoor work, goes out 
into the chill. wet or snowy cold, to become a candidate 
for pneumonia. 


* * 
Woman's Dress Her Safeguard. 


In the same weather, however, the Chicago woman 


is out with low shoes, perforated stockings, and péek-a- 


boo waist, prepared to resist that damp and cold which 
the man muffles against. The enormous disparity be- 
tween the male deaths from pneumonia. and tuberculosis 
and the deaths of females from the same causes are 
pointed to in evidenee of this possibility. In a general 
way the doctor concedes that woman's style of dress- 
ing for ages should have done much make hef less 
disposed to these two great causes of death th Chicago. 

Whatever the causes, however, Dr. Drake i¢ struck 
forcefully by the inescapable fact that the Chicago 
man is dying off at a remarkably greater rate than 
is the Chicago woman. Considering the decreasing 
birth rate and the increasing death rate, Dr. Drake 
considers himself safe and conservative in holding that 
if such conditions continue to exist long enough—per- 
haps several thousand years—the Chicago man finally 
may find his level as a mere museum freak to be stared 
at by the Chicago Amazon who proves her sex fitness 
for survival. 

The condition may be hastened, even, by the recorded 
fact that, in proportion to the Chicago population, there 
are fewer marriages as the years go on. For example, 
in the six years between 1882 and 1888 the average 
rate for marriages to the 1,000 of population was 16.62. 
Since that time there has been an almost constant de- 
crease in the marriage rate.

Are women of the United States drifting backward 
to the primitive occupations of the sex? 

“A man hunts, spears fish, fights, and sits around,” 
déclared the spokesman of the Kurnai tribesmen of 
Australia in defining a “man's work” as his people 
saw it. : 

“Infamous woman!” declared the American Indian 
squaw in heaping ignominy upon her neighbor; “I've 
seen your husband carrying wood into your lodge 
with which to bulld a fire!” 

Today in Belgium that husband or brother who 
even in an emergency is cdlled upon to attend a shop 
suffers the pangs of humiliation.

Woman Lays Out the Man's Work. 


In all countries and in all times woman, with even 
more voice than man, has been defining man’s work 
for-him. She may forgive a woman for doing a 
man’s work far easier than she forgives a woman for 
allowing her husband to do her work. That woman 
who of necessity turns her hand to work which her 
husband isn’t able to do, may get sympathy. That 
man who is forced to do housework which his wife 
is unable to do always is a comical! figure to the ob- 
server, whether man or woman. 

This universally unwritten law of the sexes in this 
way always has left woman more free to invade the 
field of man's work than man is to adopt the work 


of woman. In laundry work in 1880 the propor” 


tion of men workers was 11.1 per cent, while it had 
increased to only 12.9 per cent in 1900, in spite of the 
growing use of complicated laundry machinery, In 
these same years, however, the woman “laborer” 
increased from 32.8 per cent to 4.1 per cent, while as 
farmer and planter she increased from 1. 3 to 5.4 per 
cent. 

In this one field of farming is shown one of the 
most marked tendencies of the American woman to 
drift backward to her primitive occupations. 

Farming was the work largely of the primitive 
woman. The man in search of flesh food was forced to 
follow the chase. The Tasmanian woman was ex- 
pected to provide everything for the larder save the 
flesh of the Kangaroo. This chase of the kangaroo, 
as in the chase imposed ‘upon primitive men every- 
where, called for . 8 speed, and endurance. 


Primitive Man Was Not Lazy. 

It has been pointed out that “sitting about for 
the man not only was not laziness, but one of the ne- 
cessities of his primitive @omestic economy. That 
stimulus necessary for him te be keyed up to the 
chase and to follow it to a successful finish had its 
reaction. Worn out, he must have sleep and rest 
and time for recuperation generally. Even when rest- 
ed it devolved upon him to keep his muscles from 
overstrain at hard drudgery. His joints had to be 
supple to insure the speed and endurance required of 
him in his activities, To fight his enemies was a 
condition and he needed to be “in training.” * * 

Farming in this way became the work of the 
woman. In the old backwoods days in America a 
generation or two ago this status of the - Indian 
woman was reflected in the old farmer's reference to 
“squaw corn”—the old and unimproved native Indian 
corn. That the American woman of the present is 
returning to this status of the red woman, in fact and 
in spirit, is reflected in the correspondence of editors 
of the agricultural papers. Here is a typical inquiry 
by @ woman: 

“IT have laid by about $1,600. I am tagged out 
with treadmill work. Can I buy @ farm of a few 
acres and manage to earn my bread by cultivating 
the soll? I am not broken in health, but I am tired 
of this routine work. I have a liking for gardening 
and I was born on a — * 


Farmer's Wi ite Drudges Indoors. 

This spirit of inquiry, it must be marked, is not 
toward the lot of the average farmer's wife as house- 
keeper for her family. That average farmer's wife is 
not called upon for the duties so largely borne by her

primitive forbears. it is she, worn by household 
drudgeries and by isolation, who in the recent past 
has contributed 80 largely out of proportion to the 
registers dt the insane asylums. This type of the 
drudging farmer's wife who sees so little of the out 
of doors ot the farm has been pictured by Dr. Jacobi 
in his studies of the physical deterioration of woman 
forced to hard manual labor. 

One ot his patients of this class was a woman 42 
years old, but tem years older from her appearance. 
She lived on a farm 100 miles out of New York City 
and came to the doctor for medicine for her ailments. 
These manifestations as she described them were a 
tired, sleepy feeling all day leng, but virtual inability 
to sleep when she had gone to bed; she had no appe- 
tite; at all times it was necessary for her to bring 
force of will to bear in doing the work which she 
had to do. 

There were five children in the family, the hus- 
band and one hired hand. She had no help in the 
house and she washed, scrubbed, cooked, sewed, and

mended for this family of eight persons. To accdm- 
plish her. day’s work she was compelled to rise at 5 
o’clock in the morning and she seldom ever got to 
bed before 11 o’clock at night. She wanted medicine 
for her condition. 

The doctor’s prescription was not directed to a 
druggist.‘ It was given verbally to her to have com- 
pounded by the husband. In effect it was to get one 
sturdy, willing, competent hired girl for twelve 
months in the year! 

“Yet 1 doubt if this husband, willing to spend 
money upon a doctor and Arugs, ever profited by this 
advice,” said the doctor. “And there are 100,000 such 
women in New York state whom labor laws can never 
reach!” 


* * 
Man's Work Is Often Easier. 

These are the women, doing the modern “ woman's 
work as it has been defined for them, who are 80 
quick to look with longing to the conditions of the 
city woman, toiling at “man’s work in the factories 
and whom legislation has been busy trying to pro- 
tect for years. 

On the other hand it is the city woman, harnessed 
to “man’s work” in the city factories and having a 
knowledge of farm life who today is making inquiry 
ef the times to discover if in the rural districts “ wom- 
ans work” is so defined as to allow woman to go 


back to her primitive labor of out of doors. This city 


woman does not want to go into the farmhouse as 
she rémembere it. She wants to know if with or- 
chards, small fruits, bees, chickens, and garden she 
can be the producing farmer, literal and active. 
She cen de so and she is doing so as the 207,706 
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women “ farmers, planters, and overseers” in 1900 
give testimony and as the 456,000 “agricultural la- 
borers” of her sex have gone to prove. Twenty years 
ago these women enumerated as active farmers and 
planters were only 57,000 for the United States—a 
gain in twenty years of more than 250,000! 

Seven hundred and seventy-five thousand in the 
“agricultural pursuits’’ as classified by the census 
department prove that the women of the United’ States 
have been accepting a conceded right to reclaim their 


primitive position as hewers of wood and drawers of 


water. 
How this reversion to primitive work on the farms 


has served to make farming no longer a dignified 
“man’s work” is shown in striking manner by the 
women “gangers” in the eastern counties of England. 
In Finland especially almost every farm is worked by 
these “gangers,” while the male farm hand who 
may be tempted to hire out for the work suffers from 
the ignominy of doing woman's work. This young 
working man drifts away to the cities, his occupa- 


tion gone. 


x * 
"Where Women Laborers Work in Gangs.’ 


But here the sociologist steps in to count the so- 
cfological cost of this condition. He is blue over the 
results which he sees. He finds the Fen daughter in 
her perambulator, sleeping in the shade of a tree 
while the mother takes her place in the gang. The 
average ganger is under contract to the gangmaster 
for the season of planting, cultivating, and harvest- 
ing. The pay is from 60 to 85 cents 4 day. Bight 


hours is a day's work, 6 at 7 Oelock and 
with half an hour for midday luncheon. 

That mother who takes a place in the gang neces- 
sarily leaves little family life in the home. More than 
this her daughters, at 13 years old, become eligible 
workers and many of the workers are between the 
ages of 13 and 18, when they are most likely to learn 
housekeeping methods for themselves. There are edu- 
cational qualifications necessary before the girl may 
go to work, but at the season of potato digging es- 
pecially the schools of the Fens suffer virtual depopu- 
lation of the girls old enough to be of service in the 
fhelds. 


degeneration in morals as well as in physical well 
being. Coarseness of speech and boisterousness of 
manner are found in the Fen girl to a degree shock- 
ing even the young men of the district. Where one 
might look for rosy cheeks due to life in the open 
air, anemia is most common, due to wet feet and the 
hasty, insufficiently nourishing meals. 


* 
Becomes Heavy Eyed and Sullen. 


Everywhere the work is mechanical and under 
eupervision of the gangmistress, provided the law 
hasn't been violated and a gangmaster be over them. 
There is nothing in the ganger’s work which invites 
thought, judgment. or initiative in her work. She 
moves like a machine at a master’s bidding. The re- 
sults are that she ages quickly, has no sense of thrift, 
grows heavy eyed and sullen, and is likely to remain 
for life as a ganger. 

Occasionally when she does break away for domes- 
tic service her utter ignorance of household duties 
makes her impossible unless as scullion in the kitch- 
en. Her eight hour day has made the hours of. the 
kitchen intolerable. Her parents may urge her to 
return to the fields and ordinarily she does 80. 

But, viewing the sociological evils which the critic 
finds in these gangers, he lapses into the sentimental 
ity which has done so much since the days of Mau- 
Muller” to invite woman back to her animal drudger 
ies o. the fields. 

This harshest critic of the social condition of the 
gangers admits the picturesquene3s of the costumes 
and movements of the gangers in field work. The 
ganger’s large cotton bonnet, colored apron tied back 
over a loose skirt to prevent flapping, her stout shoes 
and her preciseness of movement with her companions 
in line across the fields, move even the eritic to tolera- 
tion of “ganging” as a woman's work in Fenland. 

How different the American point of view regard- 
ing the drudgeries of women in continental Europe 
and in the-erient! It must be ages yet before our 
occidental eyes can be accustomed to the sight of the 
American woman sweeping the streets of Chicago and 
doing the seavenger work which is atcepted in the 
streets of the German city of Munich. No element of 
the picturesque is possible to such eecupations. The 
woman wood carrier of Berlin, bending her back to 
her load of firewood, never may invite the brush of the 
artist, however she may tempt the lens of the camera. 
Woman mixing mortar and carrying it to the build- 
ers, or with pick and crowbar working on the rail- 
roads of the German empire, are distasteful to us.

In Holland the woman tugging at the « hawser 
which drags the canal boat after her is too sugges- 
tive of the time when woman was little more than a 
beast of burden, to be whipped into submission by 
her lord and master.

Slave in Coal Mines of Belgium. 


But one of the least picturesque portions of the

map in its exploitation of woman at man's work is the 


coal mining region of Béligium where woman slaves 
in the mines. Some of the pictures drawn of the so- 
cial conditions in this mining section have been har- 
rowing to western civilization. In general it has been 
said of Belgium that half the work of the country is 
done by women. But even Belgium authority has 
been aroused in the past to alleviate the condition of 
the women workers drudging at man's work in the 
coal fields. 

There are approximately 170,000 miners in the Bel- 
gium mines, of which 10,000 are women. At the pres- 
ent time at least women are not allowed to enter the 
mine shafts to work; their employment is above the 
surface. But with the oppressiveness of the mine 
owners in all that vast district and with the resultant 
evile that have attended the drudgery of the women, 
together with certain community features in the 
cities, the population of the whole district shows the 
“mark of the brute.” 

It has been referred to as the modern dwarfiand. 
The height of the men of the district is under four 
feet, while the women are shorter etill. Stunted and 
emaciated, with little of color and light in their lives, 
these women victims of the coal mines and of alcohol 
in unrestricted license, are representative of all that is 
degrading from the overwork which has been put upon 
them. 

Bo great was the tyranny of the coal operators at 
one time that in 1892 one of the most dangerous strikes 
in the history of the country developed. When the 
military was called out for the protection of the min- 
ing interests, so miserable was the lot of these slaves 
of the mines that fear was excited t even the sol- 
diers were too sympathetic to act, and the mine inter- 
ests gave in. Today the man worker receives from %6 
to $9 a week; the women from $3 to $5 a week. Boys 
and girle are permitted to go to work at 12 years old.

Drink Large Quantities of Alcohol. 


In these mining towne and cities the sale of beer and 
alcohol is without any restrictions of law. Any one 
may sell drink anywhere, and the alcoholic “ schnick” 
which masquerades as gin is said to be a flery, madden- 
ing poison when taken to the point of intoxication. 
One penny will purchase a large wineglassful of the 
drink, while the+daily consumption of this schnick is 
between a pint and a quart for each person. 

Stunted, frowsy, and blackened by her work, this 
Belgian woman at the mine hag nothing about her to 
attract the artistic sense of the observer. The result 
is that to the woman of her own country in pleasanter 
surroundings the woman miner is a subject for com- 
migeration and sympathy. 

Virtually. all the dairy work of the country is in 
the hands of the Belgian women, who with their huge 
dogs harnessed to carts, single and in pairs, drive over 
milk routes, moving pictures of quaint interest to every 
visitor. To point again that old disposition to accord 
woman any man's work which leaves her a chance of 
feminine charm, it may be said that in times past the 
Belgian government has passed laws governing the 
treatment of dogs in harness, while the Belgian woman 
in the dairywoman’s dress has had none unless in regu- 
lation of her sales of dairy products.

Belgium Women as Storekeepers. 

Perhaps nowhere in Europe are sharper contrasts 
drawn in definition of “man’s work and “womans 
work than in Belgium. In the mining country neither 
man nor woman looks with question upon woman's 
working in the mines. But in almost any of the cities 
and towns the idea of a man’s keeping a grocery store 
or ary goods establishment is looked upon as effeminate 
and inviting ridicule. From the smallest to some of 
the largest of these businesses, women are the sole 
merchants in charge. 

Women are invading man's field of work more than 
ever before. This fact is.established by the delicately 
accurate percentage tables of the United States census. 
With each of these individual invasions, too, the right 
of woman to Invade is made more emphatically a right 
which cannot lose for her the dignity that belongs to 
her sex. Forty years ago the young woman who worked 
in an office lost caste. Today many a young woman is 
required to show cause why she doesn't find a position 
there. 

Since the time of the primitive man it must be 
recognized that many of the occupations of woman of 
that age have been taken over by man as his own. 
That superabundant motor life that was in the man of 
savagery has suffered loss by the innovation. Woman, 
by leaving behind her the namby-pambyism of the early 
Victorian age, has been cultivating a larger motor life.

clearly into realization that the first act is but a prologue, in which the poet Hoffman, 
coming to drink with his companions, is asked to tell them of his love affairs, and that 
the subsequent three acts are the enactment of those love affairs, the final scene 
bringing the poet and his friends back to the tavern and affording the pleasant 4 
sion that the spirit of drink is the only faithful attendant spirit in the world.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL FARES. 

The Illinois Central is feeling the pinch 
of competition in its suburban traffic. A 
representative of the road is quoted as 
eaying: “Our local patronage north of 
Forty-seventh street is now practically 
nothing. We recognize that we will have 
to lower the fare or quit the service. 
We feel the effect of the surface road 
competition as far south as Sixty-third 
and Sixty-seventh streets.” 

Ik a patron does not have many blocks 
to walk, gets an express train that is on 
time, and is not delayed on the trip to 
the city he saves a few minutes by tak- 
ing the Illinois Central at either Sixty- 
seventh, Sixty-third, Sixtieth, Fifty-sev- 
enth, or Fifty-third street station. He 
runs the risk of getting his linen soiled 
by the puffing engines. He finds his 
membership certificate of the “ strap- 
hangers’ league” an accommodation, on 
a good many trains. But he is fairly 


time, although it costs him twice as much 
as the surface and elevated lines charge. 

But it is evident that the Central is 
not keeping up with the improvements of 
the day. The confessions of its repre- 
sentative indicate no signs of desire to 
please the patrons who have enriched it 
for years. It is a matter of business 
alone. The people are finding for halt 
the price accommodations which are sat- 
isfactory. Therefore something must be 
done. The “company is considering a 
reduction of suburban fares as a busi- 
ness proposition. We now have an ex- 
pert investigating that proposition.” 

Electrification, more frequent trains, 
more seats for passengers, and efficiency 
of service all along the line are what the 
Central must come to. If it keeps in 
step with progress elsewhere it will bold 
‘its patrons. If it does not they will 
leave one by one. The residents of the 
south side section are no longer depend- 
ent upon the steam road service. They 
have several ways of getting downtown, 
and, on the whole, fairly comfortable 
ones. It is an interesting situation when 
the railroad company instead of the pa- 
trons does the worrying. 


A COUNTRY OF PROGRESS. 

The Association of Commerce is accom- 
plishing things for Chicago. Again and 
again some feature of its work is brought 
to attention. But the aggregate of en- 
deavor is hardly appreciated. The re- 
suits of the enterprise in sending a dele- 
gation throughout the south will not be 
apparent at once. That they wil! be per- 
manent and powerful cannot be doubted. 
There are many indications that the 
southern states ate enjoying great pros- 
perity. The energetic leaders of that sec- 
tion are reaching out in every direction. 
„We found there many business features 
surpassing our own,” was the declaration 
ef one of the travelers. “What we 
found was astonishing,” was another co§- 
fession. And everywhere was the cordial 
welcome which bespoke friendship an! 
the desire to codperate for common good 

Something more than felicitations 
should follow this trip. Great projects 
are being contemplated to link Chicago 
more ¢losely with the south. The sub- 
ject easily lends itself to enthusiasm. No 
one who lives in the central west has the 
slightest doubt of the future of the Mis- 
sissippi valley, Chicago has just reason 
for pride in the public spirit of its men of 
affairs. They have proved their strength 
by many tests. That they will be equal 
to the splendid opportunities opening be- 
fore them, as the Association of Com- 
merce points the way, is certain. There 
is a selfish end in it all. But above and 
beyond that is the larger idea of the 
western empire to which they surely will 
rise. 


THE. GRAND JURY ON ELECTIONS, 

The report of the special grand jury is 
perhaps the natural if mot the inevitable 
utterance of good citizens shocked by 
their first sharp contact with political 
corruption. If the report distributes this 
“shock to the body politic it may have a 
desirable tonic effect, and from this 
point of view may be welcomed. 

But, considered more definitely as an 
allegation of facts and as a_ serious 
recommendation for concrete reforms, it 
is subject to some discount. Its general- 
izations concerning universal corruption in 
our ‘elections are very doubtful. Beyond 
question there is corruption always ‘a 
some measure. Beyond question there is 
in the necessity of inducing political ge- 
tivity the regrettable problem of reward, 
which is usually solved by the direct or 
indirect graft of spoils. Beyond question 
it is deplorable that party service is not 
rendered on altruistic grounds, but is pur- 
chased by some form of selfish workdly 
profit, from a bad cigar to a fat office. 

It is good to protest, against these 
things and to strive to limit them as 
much as possible both by exhortation io 
higher standards of public service and by 
restrictive legisiation. But it is not to 
be concluded quite so sweepingly that our 
elections are fundamentally corrupt or 
their results al] dishonest. Primaries 
have been loosely conducted in the rough 
end ready game of faction, and these

Are there not for all our 
ordinary, simple lives of ours, 
flashes that redeem the soul 
living, high levels to which we 
spirit at least and save life from 
level of mere existence? Mow may we find 
and know such occasions? 

Are there not, too, what is of greater im- 
portance, splendid motives, lofty aims, and 
inspiring ideals that may enter into and fill 
all the dull valleys of the lowliest life? May 
not even the most commonplace lot be trans- 
fused with the glory of a great sacrifice or a 
splendid aim? 

Life is what we make it. Greatness is not 
in circumstance, nor of condition, but of char - 
acter. Who has not known great hearts. 
high minde, and noble souls that have never 
become known beyond their little circles, 
who have died, not unwept or u 
but unsung because the sounds of their living 
have never reached the ears of the bards of 
the great, noisy world? 

Ordinary people may often be the best peo- 
ple. We tend to measure lives by their vicis- 
situdes rather than by their steady virtues. 
Those who make startling ascents and 
descents get themselves talked about, but 
for the plain business and real work of the 
world the folks who stay on the ground are 
the ones we can count on. 

It is a good thing to be able to see the 
glory in the commonplace. We are 80 easily 
carried away at the sight of the ancient, 
tawdry trappings of — that when 
true worth appears in homespun we reject it, 
it lacks epaulets and feathers. We com- 
plain of fortune because it refuses to — 
us in tinsel array. 

Modern héroes are more ikely to be in jeans 
or in khaki than in crimson, and great lives 
are more likely to be found in kitchens and 
workshops than in the council chambers of 


kings. It's a cheap and futile way to great- 


ness, this plan of buying its uniform when: 
you lack its heart. 

The size and worth of your life depends on 
its aims and motives and not on the measure 


of its popular recognition. The world needs 


today not so much men and women of 
startling powers as those of sterling quali- 
ties: not so much a fe giants as many of 
plain goodness. The worth of our day de- 
pends more on what we are building into the 
everyday things than on what some man 
may be saying or doing in the glare of pub- 
licity. 

Often it Seems a weary business to take up 
the daily task, the same old grind day after 
day. Many affect to despise those who do it, 
but the spirits of eternity look down and 
award the crowns to those whose toil costs 
most, to those who steadily face and fear 
not the awful foes of monotony and dull 
plodding. Even genius is a matter of that 
steady grinding at one thing. 

We ought not to despise our commonplace 
lots or the apparently dull level of other 
lives. We need vision to see how great is 
any life, how much of the real riches of life 
there may de in any lot, how gloriously 
grand are the meanest tasks, the lowliest 
labors, when love is their motive; how the 
stains of toil become a garment of praise 
when the object is known. 

When we see the days as they come along, 
not as so many hours of dull tasks but as 
having so many opportunities*for self-dis- 
covery and development, so many chances 
to do good, to give love, so many occasions 
for the graces and virtues, and so many in- 
vitations to learn the real worth of things, 
then the days are transformed from gloom to 
glory. 

We need new eyes and new hearts rather 
than new circumstances. Whether we livein 
a prison or a palace depends not on the walls 
about us but on the will within to be either 
slave or king, bound by our lot or free in 
heart, whether we regard life as an imposi- 
tion or as opportunity. The quiet parts are 
rich to the open heart, and no way ts so quiet 
that heaven may not be there.

TALY’'S position in the crisis which has 
prevailed for some weeks past in the 
southeast of Europe affords a topic of 
much interesting discussion and specula- 
tion. For should Austria become in- 
volved in a war with Servia, Montenegro, 
and possibly Turkey. no one can say with 
any degree of certainty as to what course 
Italy would adopt in the matter. On the 
one hand we are informed that King Victor 
‘Emmanuel has warned his. father-in-law, 
Prince Nicholas of the Black mountain, that 
if Montenegro allows herself to be drawn 
into an armed struggle with Austria she 
could expect no support, material or even 
moral, from Italy, who would consider her- 


her membership of the triple alkance bind- 
ing her to the dual empire. 

On the other hand, the people of Italy, and 
not merely the masses, but all the classes 
of population, are bitterly hostile to 
Austria, and do not make any secret of 
their pronounced sympathies, not only for 
Montenegro, Servia, and Turkey, but also 
for the millions of Serbs that constitute 
the bulk of the population of Herzegovina 
and of Bosnia, and who are now being in- 
cited to rise in revolt against the rule of 
Emperor Francis Joseph. That is to say, 
the king and the government profess to 
lean. towards Austria, not from any matter 
of taste, but by reason of treaty require- 
ments, while the people at large are vio- 
lently anti-Austrian, and furnishing every 
kind of encouragement to the foes of the 
latter, within and without the borders of the 
old emperor's dominions.

Were American flags to be trailed im the 
mud of the streets of some foreign capital, 
and the American embassy there made the 
object of hostile demonstrations by a mob, 
prevented from smashing the windows and 
from invading the mission by the timely ar- 
rival of a strong force of police and of troops, 
public sentiment in the United States would 
be aroused to the boiling pitch, and people 
of every shade of political opinion would 
unite in calling upon the administration at 
Washington to obtain redress, even at the 
cost of war. Yet that is exactly what has 
been taking place at Rome during the last 
two weeks, with this difference: that the 
flag trailed in the gutter, spat and stamped 
upon, was that of Austria, and that it was 
the latter’s embassy, the Palazzo Venezia, 
which had to be protected from outrage by 
the soldiers and police of King Victor Em- 
manuel. Still further complications may be 
found in the fact that Italy has some kind 
of an alliance with England. King Edward 
and King Victor Emmanuel have on several 
occasions made a point of referring in official 
public speeches to the alllance between 
their respective countries. Now, in the 
event of Austria going to war against a 
Turko-Servian-Montenegrin coalition, it is 
pretty well understood that England would 
incline towards Turkey rather than towards 
Austria. Indeed, the authorities at Con- 
stantinople, as well as the executive com- 
mittee of the Young Turk movement, claim 
to have received from Great Britain an as- 
surance that no matter what happened, the 
integrity of Ottoman territory would be 
maintained, and it is attributable to this 
conviction that Great Britain will protect 
it from any loss that is encouraging the 
sublime porte to abstain from any under- 
standing with Austria, to resist the latter's 
demands, and maintain with every possible 
severity the Turkish boycott of all Austrian 
commerce: a boycott which, by the bye, is 
proving of inestimable advantage to English 
trade.

imbroglio which is deserving of the most 
careful consideration. Italy is not equipped 
and ready for war, either from a military 
or from a naval point of view. This is no 
secret in Italy itself, where the matter has 
been made the subject of violent discussions 
in the national legislature and in the press. 
It is likewise known by the war departments 
of the various foreign powers. But for some 
reason or other it does not seem to have at- 
tracted the attention of the foreign public. 
While France, England, Austria, in fact all 
of the military powers of Europe, have en- 
tirely reorganized their artillery and have 
equipped their armies with the new rapid 
firing ordnance within the last decade, Italy 
has until now been unable to make up her 
mind as to which type of gun to adopt, and 
is still dependent upon her old, slow firing 
cannon. 

The rearmament has in fact Bot even been 
begun, and although the army budget has 
constituted a frightful drain upon the Italian 
exchequer for the last quarter of a century, 
necessitating the imposition of taxes 80 
onerous as to drive the masses to expatria- 
tion and to cripple the national resources, 
the kingdom finds. itself today with wholly 
obsolete artillery, with strongholds that are 
deficient in number and in means of de- 
tense, with reserves of ammunition so hope- 
lessly inadequate that they would not suffice 
even for one big battle, and totally unpre- 
pared for mobilization in the matter of or- 
ganization, transport and supplies. These 
are no mere haphazard criticisms, but reve- 
lations made in the Italian senate and legis- 
lature by leading statesmen and by military 
and naval experts. 

In fact, everything that I have mentioned 
above. and much more—things that are even 
almost beyond belief—are contained in the re- 
port of the legislative committee of Investi- 
gation, recently presented by its chairman, 
M. di Broglio, to the Italian parliament. It is 
claimed that the condition of the navy is quite 
as bad as that of the army, and that the 
strained relatione which have existed for 
some two years past between Berlin and

houses of the Austrian nobility.
